EARTHQUAKE^ 


The World Trembled Yesterday 


Morning from St, Louis to 


Vhiceimes. 
' 


At St. Louis Thore Wore Eleven 


Distinct Movements of the 


Earth. 


A Learned 
Professor 
Gives His 


Views, but Doos Wot Blame 


the Comet, 


ST. Louis, Ho., Sept. !i3.—At 4:18 a. m. yes- 


terday ILo rumbling report of an earthquake 
was hoard at various poiuta throughout the 
city. Those who were awako at tho time 
markcil tho sequence of tho distinct noises 
with ease, while thousands woro awakened 
from sound slumbers by tho perturbation. 
Tho noiao and disturbance was uniform in 
this vicinity, causing houses to shake for 
9Cvor.il seconds. In tho central portion of tho 
city fho occurrence was closely observed by 
many persona. At that hour the phenomenon 
was first noticed by a rolling, even noise, fol- 
lowed by twelve distinct vibrations, each ro- 
movod nearly a second from tho other, aud be- 
ginning with ono shock inoro violent than 
any

"Was this shock expected?"

liams, and §7 on Mrs. Hemming, but 
they did not go rapidly. 
Miss Williams 


drew tho pole, and they got off in good 
shape, sh<3 riding a slim chestnut, and 
Mrs. Hemming ft dark bay. Before a 
iialf-mile had been run, the chestnut was 
leading several lengths, tho bay looking 
icross the field as though, he was quitting. 
The first mile waa made by Miss Wil- 
liams in 2:06, her rival ten lengths after. 


Both changed horses tor tho next turn, 


Miss \Vilhams getting away before tho 
Janesville equestrienne waa in her sad- 
dle, und gaining a full quarter of a mile 
by so doing, Mrs. Hemming waa fortu- 
nate in having a better animal thau tho 
Brst, her mount being a nimble little 
olack fellow, who dug like a deer when 
given his head.

Her grooms ran up, 
only to find the stirrup strap broken, and 
met Miss Williams just finishing the final 
mile, made in 2:12, The time for the five 
miles waa 11:22)^. Mrs. Hemming was 
much chagrined at her unfortunate end- 
ing, and will perhaps invite the winner to 
ride the match over again before the close 
of the meeting.
